BLATCHFORD APPOINTED. 
A MAN FOUND WHO WILL PROBABLY AC- 
CEPT A PLACE ON THE SUPREME BENCH. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

Wasuryeton, D. C., Maren 13.—Senator 
Edmunds having declined to reconsider his 
decision not to accept the nomination to the 
Supreme Bench, the President today sent to 
the Senate the name of Judge Blatchford for 
that place. Judge Blatchford has long been 
United States Judge in New York, and is re- 
carded as an upright and able Judge. He is 
63 years of age, but is still full of vigor. 
There are some who think that the nomina- 
tion of Blatchford may result in an Ne- 
ment between Conkling and Arthur. Conk- 
ling wrote a letter earnestly recommending 
Ciarence Seward for the appointment. Sew- 
ard’s papers were indorsed by all the Judges 
in New York, with one exception. Judge 
Blatchford is said to have been among the 
signers. 

THOSE WHO KNOW CONKLING BEST 

are of opinion that, although he was himself 
tendered the position, he may consider it as 
a personal affront that Arthur did not re- 
gard the place as belonging to Conkling, and 
give it to the man whom Conkling] recom- 
mended, Arthur’s friends, on the contrary, 
are likely to maintain thathe has paid his 
political debts to Mr. Conkilmg. The Presi- 
dent never had any intention of nominating 
Mr. Seward.

Wasnineron, D. C., March 11.—There has 
been a division of the Stalwarts, and hence- 
forward President Arthur proposes to run 
his own machine and build up for himself a 
little empire of his own, even though it be 
of short duration. The trouble grows out 
of the tendering of the position on the bench 
to ex-Senator Conkling. President Arthur 
has claimed to be an ardent friend of Sen- 
ator Edmunds, of Vermont. David Davis, 
before the name of Mr. Conkling was sent 
to the Senate, asked Senator Edmunds if he 
would go on the Supreme Bench as Asso- 
ciate Justice. The Senator said he would. 
The Vice-President told Mr. Arthur that 
Senator Edmunds would like to retire on a 
Justiceship. The name of Mr. Conkling was 
in the hands of the President’s secretary to 
be sent to the Senate at the time, but the 
President did not so state to Mr. Davis. He 
was waiting to see if Mr. Conkling would 
accept; if not, then Senator Edmunds should 
have it. 

SENATOR EDMUNDS 

called on the President after Mr. Conkling 
had declined, with disgust and disdain, the 
honor. Mr. Arthur urged Senator Edmunds 
to accept the position refused by ex-Senator 
Conkling. The proffer insulted Senator Ed- 
munds: he spurned it. But you told Vice- 
President Davis that you would accept the 
appointment,” said the President. Sir.“ 
said Senator Edmunds, I have changed my 
mind. I am not a candidate for cast-off 
clothing,” and he left the presence of the 
President.

IN COMMITTEE, 
REPORT OF THE SENATE COMMITTEE ON 
COMMEBCE ON EADS’ JOB. 
eta Dispatch to Ths Chicago Tribuné. 

Wasxuineton, D. C., March 13.—The full 
report of the Senate Committee on Com- 
merce on Eads’ job, with accompanying uoc- 
uments, appeared in print today. It does 
not set forth the full terms of concessions 
from Mexico, and it is significant that last 
year the most important section of the con- 
cession was suppressed, and not even hinted 
at to Congress, and that this year it has not 
been possible to obtain it for publication. 
The curious and very thin argument that if 
the United States does not guarrantee these 
bonds it will lose all control of the ques- 
tion of isthmus transit is well set forth in 
the words of Eads and his attorney, Mr. 
Cochrane. The latter said: 

There is another thought that I desire to sug- 
gest. Suppose the Government were to say to 
Mr. Bads: “Go and@eecure this money from 
private capitalists in this country, without any 
guarantee, and build this road.” Suppose he 
were to undertake to do that,and expose his 
stock for sale, do you not see that the stock, or 
the controlling interest in the company, might 
well be secured by English capitalists? There 
would be nothing to prevent them from pur- 
Chasing a controlling interest in the stock of the 


coupany. 

Mr. Eads—The point Mr. Cochrane now makes 
leads to the conclusion that if there was abuo- 
dant private capital today in New York ready to 
build che road it would not be safe for the 
United States Government to permit that to be 
done without accepting this proposition, be- 
cause the concession gives the right to the com- 
pany to get the aid of any other foreign Gov- 
ernment—not of any two foreign Governments, 
but of any other one—and the United States, 
having once accepted this proposition, 
would shut out any other for- 
eign Government from entering into it. 
That is a complete answer to the declaration 
which is frequently made: “If this is a good 
thing there ought to be no trouble in Mr. Eads 
getting private capital to build the road.” There 
isno trouble in the worldin my getting the 
capital to build it. There would be no trouble 
in gem it in America, but if I get it elsewhere 
it would be dangerous to the United States. 

The Chairman--That is one of the points on 
which [should like to hear Oapt. Eads, for I 
think it is very important. 

Mr. Eads—It is immensely important; it has 
& political siguificance that is of immense im- 
portance. If I were asking a guarantee of 2 
per cent dividend on this stock, it would not be 
the part or wiedom for the United States to re- 
fuse it; under that peculiar clause which Mexico 
has put in the cession, and which I had a long 
struggle to get from her. It was utterly refused 
in the first place, because it is a very unusual 
thing to permit any foreign Government to have 
any part or parcel, in any way, in the affairs of 
that country. 

As Mr. Eads only asks for a guarantee of 
6 per cent on $50,000,000, instead of 20 per 
cent, which he thinks the United States 
should consider cheap, he ought probably to 
pass for one of the greatest patriots who 
ever undertook to bleed the Treasury. 

THE COMMITTER, 
captivated by Kads' sweet syllables, goes on 
to plead his case for him: 

In the opinion of the committee the time has 
arrived for an assertion by our Goverument in a 
practicul way of the principie that it will not 
permit the control by a foreign Power of an 
isthimian highway. There can be no doubt that 
there exists in the minds of the American peo- 
ple a most determined opposition to any foreign 
control upon this continent. This sentiment is 
by no means of recent origin. It found exores 
sion from the lips of President Monroe, and has 
been reiterated over and over again by our 
Presidents, Secretaries of State, by Senators and 
members of Congress, and has been prqnounced 
in the most empbatic manner by the leading 
newspapers of the country. We now have an 
opportunity of again deciaring it, but this time 
in @ practical way. Deciarations and resolutions, 
from whatever quarter they may come, are well 
enough in their place, but they amount to very 
littie, and are entitled to no respect, unless the 
sentiments therein contained find expression in 
some more substantial way when the opportu- 
nity offers. 

The construction of the ship railway at Te- 
buantepec is a final solution, in the opinion of 
the committee, of the much-discussed question 
of isthajian control. If this railway be once 
constructed under the patronage of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States it will supply the 
present demands of commerce, and will place 
the United States in such relation in regard to 
isthmus transit and its cognate political rela- 
tions as will make it simply impossible for any 
foreign power to hereafter control any other 
transit across our isthmus, but if we refuse to 


without Government aid, because upon the 
organization of such company its stock would 
necessarily be exposed publicly for sale. It 
could be easily bougbt up by British capitalists, 
and a British Board of Directors, having in- 
voked and secured the aid of their own Govern- 
ment, could place us in the very position which 
we now seek to avoid. Should the Government 
of the United States, however, giye the desired 
aid, she will at once acquire certain vested 
rights from which she cannot be dispossessed. 
The Mexican concession only authorizes Mr. 
Eads or the company to obtain aid from one 
foreign Governmest. Having obtained such 
aid, they have done all they had a rigbt to do in 
the premises, and no other Government could 
acquire any rights. 
THE ELECTIONS COMMITTEE. 

Indications multiply that the policy of the 
Democrats of the House is to postpone as 
long as possible any action upon contested 
election cases, either in the Elections Com- 
mittee or in the House. Three weeks. ago 
Dibble, who inherited the contested case of 
Mackey against O’Connor, from South Caro- 
lina, filed a motton to strike out all the testi- 
mony taken by Mackey, on the ground that, 
after it had passed from the custody of the 
Notary Publie before whom it was taken, 
Mackey had made material alterations in it, 
and had garbled it.

THE MAJORITY OF THE INTERNAL REVENUE 

SUB-COMMITTEE OF THE COMMITTEE ON 

WAYS AND MEANS 
have agreed upon what is known as the 
Carlisie Internal-Revenue bill, and at the 
next meeting, will present it in aform for 
the consideration of the whole committee. 
The bill will be sustained by the Democrats 
on the committee, and by at least Kelley and 
Russell Errett. A member of the sub-com- 
mittee who is opposed to the bill in its pres- 
ent form expresses the opinion that it will 
not only de approved by the sub- 
committee, but that it will pass the 
whole committee.

As far as the ro- 
duction of tax on distilled spirits goes, the 
bill is the one which was agreed upon de- 
tween the representatives of the different 
distilling interests of the country, and was 
known as the Distillers’ bill. It provides that 
after Aug. 1, 1882, the tax on distilled spirits 
shall be reduced to 50 cents per proof gallon. 
The bill also extends the bonded period. In 
addition to the Carlisle, or Distiliers’, bill, 
the sub-committee proposes to incorporate 
in a general bill provisions for the repeal of 
the taxes on proprietary medicines, matches, 
bank-checks, perfumery, cosmetics, and a 
number of smaller articles on the schedule. 
THE AGRICULTURAL COMMITTEE OF THE 

HOUSE 

spent the entire session this morning in con- 
sidering the bill proposed by Representative 
Kenna as a substitute for the Agricultural 
Department bill, which has been made 
the special order for the 2th inst. 
This bill proposes the establish- 
ment of a Department of Industry, 
one of the bureaus of which shall be a 
Bureau of Agriculture, to take the place of 
the present department.

There is a strong opposition in the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee to the abrogation 
of the Hawaiian treaty on political grounds, 
and the impression is that this consideration 
will prevail against the commercial argu- 
ments which have been used in favor of the 
joint resolution to give notice to terminate 
the treaty. As to the commercial argument, 
it is now claimed that the commerce between 
the two countries is very nearly equal, while 
the treaty keeps the ports of the Sandwich 
Islands open to our war vessels, and, in the 
event of a war, would prevent the Pacilic 
Ocean from being closed to our fleets. 


THE POST-OFFICE APPROPRIATION BILL, 
as reported to the Senate this afternoon, pro- 
vides for an increase of $1,090,000 in the ag- 
gregate amount: For mail transportation on 
raliroad routes, $500,000; for compensation to 
clerks in the post-office, $150,000; for railway 
post-office clerks, $50,000; for route agents, 
$180,000; for mail messengers, $50,000; mis- 
cellaneous items, $10,000; for necessary and 
special facilities on railroad lines, $650,000, 
said facilities to be equally distributed as 
nearly as may be on the railroad lines lead- 
ing to and from the principal cities of differ- 
ent parts of the United States. The 
bill is also amended by the following 
particulars: The House provision in regard 
to subletting mail coutracts is made applica- 
bie only to future, not to existing, contracts, 
and the clause authorizing the Postmaster- 
General to annul the original contracts that 
are sublet at lower prices, and enter into 
contracts with the last sub-contractors, is 
changed so as to limit this authority to cases 
when, in his opinion, “the interests of the 
service require such action.” The commit- 
tee amendments further provide that, if any 
person shall hereafter perform mail service 
for a contractor or sub-contractor (without 
having a formal sub-contract), he shall 
have a lien recognizable by the depart- 
ment upon the pay of the orig- 
inal contractor.

WHAT STANTON TOLD MORTON. 
Dispatch to Cincinnati E irer. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 12.—During the 
War Col. W. R. Holloway, in his position as 
private secretary of Gov; Morton, was 
putin possession of many important State 
secrets, and in the Daily of tomorrow 
he will make public the following relative to 
the removal of Gen. Rosecrans from the com- 
mand of the Army of the Cumberland: 

Immediately after the battle of Chickamauga, 
which was fought Sept. 19 and 2, 1863, Gov. 
Morton received a dispatch from the then Secre- 
tary-of-War Stanton stating that the latter 
would pass through Indianapolis on a special 
train, and ask Gov. Morton to meet him at 
the depot. The Governor went to the depot at 
the appointed time, and dad an interview of 
some leagth with Stanton. The latter was then 
on his way South, with the Intention of relieving 
Gen. Rosecrans from command. During the in- 
terview with Gov. Morton he stated this to be 
the object of his trip, and be further stated that 
the cause of us removal was a telegram 
which the General bad sent to President Lincoin 
after the battle stating that his army was beaten 
and demoralized, that it was useless to talk of 
putting down the Rebellion, and recommend ing 
an armistice with a view of agreeing on terms 
of peace. Gov. Morton was astounded by 
this statement of Stanton, and the more so 
because he bad vious to that time bad great 
admiration for Gen. Rosecrans. The interview 
with Stanton filied bim with apprehenosion for 
the success ot the Union cause, and with grief 
at @iscovering that Rosecrans, whom he had 
trusted and admired. should have proved so 
weak and faltering in te faith. For some time 
after the interview Gov. Morton was very de- 
spondent. It was during thistime that be in- 
formed his private secretary of his interview 
with Stanton and the character of the dispatch 
which Rosecrans had sent to President Lincoln, 
and which Stanton said was the cause of his re- 
moval. There must be some record of this dis- 
patch in the Government archives, and 1 
the dispatch itseif is in existence. If so, it would 
be a most important addition to the literature 
of the present discussion. Its contents, stated 
above from memory, are substantially as given 
by Gov. Morton after his interview with Stanton.

At the 
same time he does not appear to be 
depressed, and, if questioned, asserts that 
he was and is inspired. He has shown 
no exultation over the severe sentence in 
Mason’s case. He spends the greater part of 
daylight the proofs of his new 
edition, “Truth.”

SELECTING JURORS LN THE SOUTHERN STATES, 

Reports received here from the Southern 
States with regard to the working of the 
new system of selecting jarors in the U nited 
States Courts show that it amounts to a vir- 
tual nullification of the election laws in these 
States. This system was established by 
means ofa rider attached to the Judicial 
Appropriation bill, approved June 30, 1879, 
which repealed certain of the Re- 
vised Statutes relating to selection of 
jurors and to acts which should disqualify a 
person from serving as a juror, and provided 
a new political qualification for jurors. 
This second section of the Appropriation 
bill referred to provided that all such jurors 
should be publicly drawn from a box con- 
taining not less than 300 names, which names 
shall be placed therein by the Clerk of the 
Court and a Commissioner appointed by the 
Judge thereof, this Commissioner to.be of 
the opposit political party to the Clerk, The 
result of this has been, according to reports 
from leading Southern lawyers, that in al- 
most every political case brought before the 
courts the juries disagee, Most flagrant. in- 
stances are cited, and a sentiment is being 
worked upin favor of arepeal of the ob- 
noxious law.

AT HICKMAN, KY.

HICKMAN, Ky., March 13.—At noon today the 
Globe- Demucrut dispatch boat left Columbus and 
proceeded on her way, avoiding the main chan- 
nel by the Chalk Banks, and going behind Wolf 
Isiand. Farrirs’ Landing, a reguiar stopping 
place, was avoided, for the reason that there 
was nothing to tie up to.

Grants Oanal at Vicksburc Again 
Threatening to Dig itself. 

VICKSBURG, March 13.—Delta has been aban- 
doned to the flood, and the people are leaving it 
a8 fast as ty can and by every possible means. 
The levee in the rear of Deita is about to give 
way, in which case a new cut-off would form 
down through Grant's Canal, resulting in per- 
fect destruction to that town and the complete 
nbandonment of Vicksburg as a river town. A 
committee of citizens from Deita are soliciting 
subscriptions from the merchants here for the 
protection of this levee, and, of course, are 
meeting with liberal responses. Complete ruin 
is reported on Sunflower River, Deer Creek, and 
the Bogie. 

THE STEAMER SUNFLOWER 
arrived today from that stream with an im- 
mense quantity of stock, people, and plunder. 
Some plantations are five feet under water; 
others not jess than two. Only here and there 
can a dry spot be found. All is an immense 
waste of water. Among the poorer classes 
there is considerable suffering reported, and 
those who are able are leaving the country. At 
Johnsonville the water lacks about two teet of 
reaching the high water mark of 1867, whiie be- 
low, at Shell Ridge and Woodburn, it lacks only 
about twelve or thirteen inches. The Captain 
of the Sunfiower is of opinion that the water 
will recede in time to enabie the farmers to 
plaut an average crop. The big water pouring 
out of the Yazoo River has 
BACKED ABOUT THIRTY MILES 
up the Mississippi, and now threatens the whole 
section of country, and continues to Millixen’'s 
Bend, Goodrichs’, Ben Lomond, and Alsatia. 
When the steamer passed there this morning the 
inbabitants were working with all their might 
to protect the levee at Millken's Bend, which, 
it is supposed, cannot be beld intact much 
longer. Nearly all the plantations in Lake 
Washington are submerged, and nearly two- 
thirds of the stock in that section of country, it 
is estimated, willbe lost. The Tennessee Gov- 
ernment boat hassunk at Vista Landing, La. 
The River Commission have ceased on Balishead 
Bar, and is now working on the bar almost off 
Island . Maj. Hosie, from 
NEWTON, MISS., 

reports that locality and town completely under 
water, and cattle and other stock are being 
rapidly killed by the gnats. At this point (Vicks- 
burg) the river bas been rising on an average 
from three and one-baif to four inches per day 
for the past three orfour days. This morning 
the water had completely surrounded the eleva- 
tor, and all or neorliy all the stores on Front or 
Levee street opposit the wharf-boat are sub- 
merged. The rising river has gone over the 
bank below the elevator, and crossed the Vicks- 
burg & Meridian Raliroad nearly its whole 
length. From every portion of the surrounding 
country comes news of the loss of stock and 
property, and, in a few instances, of human life. 


Gev. MicKnery Rather Site Down on 
Congressman King. 

Baton Roves, La., March 13.—Congressman 
King having telegrapned Gov. McEuery sug- 
gesting that he call the attention of New Or- 
leans and the citizens of the “lississippi Valley 
to the situation which from the licht before us 
is appalling, and solicit relief for the sufferers, 
to., the Governor answers: “Ihave received 
several dispatches from you locating the dis- 
tress and the numbers suffering from the over- 
flow. 1 have taken special pains and so have the 
Commissioners appointed by me to get reliable 
information by telegraph, letters, and in- 
terviews from all sections of the State 
as to the iocalities and numbers need- 
ing assistance. From some of the districts 
mentioned by you I received, not more than 
three days ago, replies stating that there was no 
destitution. Your dispatches have been re- 
peated in part to me in their cali foraid. The 
demands in many instances are excessive. iam 
afraid your praiseworthy zeal has been taken 
advantage of. There is no necessity for appeal- 
ing to the Governors of other States and to the 
Mayors of cities. The calamity is bad enough 
and the suffering sufficiently alarming without 
exaggeration. I am obliged to you for your sug- 
gestions and reco dati in previous dis- 
patches for appointments of persons for relief 
committees. You can be of service by com- 
municating with the Commissioners in New Or- 
leans and seconding their efforts. 


The Work on the Levees. 

Bayou Sara, La., March 13.—Several weak 
places are reported, but the work of strengthen- 
ing goes on. The Grosse Tette and Fordache 
levees still stand, although the water is twenty- 
five inches higher than ever known, and from 
six to eight inches above the original levee. 
Over 500 men are out piling earth against a re- 
vetment of pickets on the cap of thirty miles of 
levee. Point Pleasant, Buckner, and Woodbura 
levees all gave way this morning. 


A Decline in the River at Memphis. 

Mempuis, Tenn., March 13.—The river declined 
two inches bere today, and now marks thirty- 
five feet seven inches on the gage. Capt. J. 8. 
Loud, one of tne army officers detailed by the 
Secretary of War to ascertain the amount of 
destitution prevailing in the river counties be- 
twee Cairo and this city, arrived this morning. 
He reports great distress among the inhabitants 
of New Madrid and Pentiscott Counties in Mis- 
souri, Lake and Dyer Counties in Tennessee, 
and Mississippi County in Arkansas. Pemiscott 
County is a wreck, and has been sub- 
merged for three weeks. Capt. Loud 
thinks Government aid for the inhab- 
itants of these counties will be necessary 
until May 1, for when the waters decline great 
destitution must prevail until some showing is 
made of the coming crop. In many localities 
the water extends into the interior from sixteen 
to sixty miles. Commissioners Mangum and 
Hemingway today each distributed 50.000 addi- 
tional rations furnisbed by the Government for 
the relief of sufferers in Arkansas and Missis- 
sippi. Three breaks are reported on the line of 
the Chicago, St. Louis & New Orleans Railroad— 
one near Grand Junction, one near Michigan 
City, where Wolf River crosses the road, and an- 
other further down.

ROSECRANS’ LAME DEFENSE. 

Gen. Rosecrans has had nearly twenty 
years in which to prepare a defense of his 
dilatory campaign in Middle and Southeast- 
ern Tennessee, and yet the only excuses he 
can make today in his numerous interviews 
are so weak, trifling, or untrue as to fully 
confirm the wisdom of Gen. Garfield’s crit- 
icisms in his private and confidential letter 
to his friend Secretary Chase. 

At the time Rosecrans held out against the 
wishes of President Lincoln, the Setretary 
of War, and the universal clamor for an ad- 
vance and the express orders of Gen. Hal- 
leck, then Commander-in-Chief, to that ef- 
fect, on the ground that his cavalry were not 
properly mounted. Now he says he was 
‘waiting for the corn to grow.“ as though, 
with abundant supplies from the North, he 
was not in a better condition to advance 
with his 70,000 men than Bragg was, with 
43,000 men and without supplies, to resist that 
advance. Finally, Rosecrans adds that the 
reason he delayed striking Bragg was be- 
cause he thus held Bragg in Tennessee and 
prevented him from reinforcing Johnston, 
who was harassing Grant’s rear at Vicks- 
burg, or Longstreet, who was raiding Penn- 
Sylvania. 

“Mark, now, how plain a tale shall put 
down” that specious pretext. 

1. Gen. Garfield’s letter to Secretary Chase 
was written July 27, 1863. The battle of 
Stone River was fought Dec. 31, 1862. 
crans did not attempt to follow up the au- 
vantage that battie had given him till the 
latter part of June, 1863, when a movement 
lasting nine days resulted in driving Bragg 
from his position. Again Rosecrans restec. 
lt was three weeks later that Garfield’s letter 
was written. Rosecrans’ army was still kept 
inactive by his orders, and continued so till 
September. But Vicksburg was surrendered 
to Grant July 4, and the same day Long- 
street began his retreat from Gettysburg. 
‘Rosecrans now says he was holding Bragg 
by his inaction in order to protect Grant, who 
had several weeks before captured Vicks- 
burg, and Meade, who had at the 
same time won the battle of Gettys- 
burg. Rosecrans continued to “protect” 
Grant and Meade so long after their victories 
that Johnston had time to join Bragg from 
the vicinity of Vicksburg, Buckner from 
Kentucky, and Longstreet from Virginia, 
and combine a vast quadruple army against 
him, which resulted in the disastrous battle 
of Chickamauga and the subsequent cooping- 


o to its relief, 

If the present apology Rosecrans makes is 
to be accepted, then he was “ protecting” 
Grant’s army in the South and Meade’s army 
in the East, not only between December, 1862, 
and June, 1863, but also several months after 
both these Generals had achieved decided vie- 
tories, after Pemberton had surrendered and 
Johnston had been defeated, and after Long- 
street and Johnston had both moved to com- 
bine their armies with Bragg’s against the 
Army of the Cumberland. 

2. Accepting Rosecrans’ latest theory of 
his Tennessee campaign as the best defense 
he can devise after twenty years’ study, it 
convicts him not merely of inexcusably bad 
military judgment, but also of the grossest 
insubordination. He arrogated to himself 
the functions of the President, the War De- 
partment, and the Commander-in-Chief. He 
was advised of the plan of the campaign, 
and informed that Gen. Grant would take 
care of himself and that the Army of the 
Potomac would protect Washington and the 
North. It was desired of him that he should 
strike Bragg and cripple him about the same 
time that Grant’s success was expected at 
Vicksburg and Lee was driven back into 
Virginia. Gen. Halleck, as Commander-in- 
Chief, gave express orders to that effect. 
But Rosecrans assumed to be a better judge 
of the situation, ‘stubbornly refused to carry 
out his part of the campaign, and deiayed 
and dallied until a junction could be made 
by the right and left wings of the Confeder- 
ate army with the army of the centre. Then 
he was forced to fight Johnston’s, Long- 
street’s, Buckner’s, and Bragg’s combined 
armies, instead of Bragg’s alone—94,000 men 
instead of 42,000, What military principle 
justifies such insubordination as this? Suc- 
cess would have hardly mitigated the offense ; 
ae only served to aggravate it. 

fear of driving Bragg to the 
Both. of Johnston, if he ever entertained 
it, was entirely without warrant. If Rose- 
crans, with his greatly superior force, had 
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N wunéred miles away. As a matter 
of fact, however, Bragg would not have 
| dared to join Johnston in the Southwest. In 
order to do so he would have been obliged to 
make a long march across Alabama and 
Mississippi to Vicksburg, and he would have 
left all Georgia exposed. Rosecrans, in such 
a case, would have had a short and easy 
march through an undefended country to 
Atlanta, which was the railroad centre of 
the Confederate supplies. He could then 
have made an unimpeded progress into the 

very heart of the Confederacy, and could 
— accomplished one year earlier all that 
Sherman subsequently accomplished, and at 
an infiriitly less cost of life, property, and 
effort, for when Sherman marched on At- 
lanta the next spring the Rebels had power- 
fully fortified every defensible position be- 
tween Chattanooga and Atlanta, and sur- 
rounded the latter city with a strong cordon 
of forts and intrenchments; and Sherman 
had to force his way over these fortifications, 
defended by Bragg’s and Johnston’s com- 
bined armies. 

It is not reasonable to suppose that Braga 
would have abandoned Georgia as an easy 
prey to Rosecrans in order to join Johnston 
on the Mississippi River, and Rosecrans’ sug- 
gestion of such a theory serves to expose the 
weakness of his mind, his unfitness for com- 
mand, and the lameness and falsity of the 
defense he now makes for one of the great- 
est errors of the War, which properly led to 
THE RAID ON THE INTERNAL REVENUE. 

The packed Committee on Ways and Means 
has decided to reduce internal-revenue taxes 
to the amount of $70,000,000 per annum. It 
went through the form of appointing a sub- 
committee of five to consider the matter, but 
as Kelley named the sub-committee, and as 
he was unreservedly committed to the policy 
of abolishing the whole internal-revenue 
system, the deliberations of the men chosen 
by him were the merest farce. He put on 
the sub-committee two Pennsylvanians, 
Errett of Pittsburg and Kandall of 
Philadelphia, and one Kentucky repre- 
sentative of the distillers and tobacco- 
planters, Carlisle, all of whom were solemn- 
ly pledged beforehand to cut down the in- 
ternal-revenue taxes. They made a majority 
of the sub-committee of five. We have as- 
surances, alse, that the bill will be agreed to 
by a vote of seven to six in the full commit- 
tee—just enough to insure a favorable re- 
port and save appearances by the closeness 
of the vote, but more would be forthcoming 
if necessary. 

This scandalous bill proposes to reduce the 
tax on whisky from 90 to 50 cents per gallon, 
on manufactured tobacco from 16 to 10 
cents, on beer from $1 to 60 cents per bar- 
rel, on cigars from $6 to $4 per thousand, 
It also makes other reductions and repeals 
taxes which can well be spared. But the 
praiseworthy features of the bill are com- 
paratively no compensation for its outra- 
geous discriminations in favor of whisky and 
tobacco. 

The bill is intended to be the first step to- 
wards the abolition of the entire internal- 
revenue system. Its advocates admit that 
such is their purpose. They could not de- 
fend it on any other ground. They could 
not shriek about “the odious inquisitional, 
un-American system of internal taxation if 
they professed an intention to keep that 
system in force for any length of time. They 
mean to strike it down altogether, and they 
have the courage to say so. 

They mean, therefore, to prejudge the case 
which they are nominally about to submit to 
a tariff commission by lopping off the sur- 
plus. The commission will then have no 
option, or will pretend that they have none, 
but must continue the high rates of duties 
on staple articles. The tariff prohibitionists 
are committed to the policy of taxing heavily 
salt, iron, sugar, clothing, blankets and other 
woolens, carpets, iron, steel, medicines, 
and other articles of prime necessity 
and universal consumption, in order 
to put 350,000, 0 0 /% a year in the 
pockets of the distillers and tobacco-manu- 
faeturers of this country. They are going to 
abandon the whole internal-revenue system, 
though Morrill, Kelley, and the other tariff 
aposties made the imposition of these taxes 
the constant pretext for increasing the cus- 
toms duties. They have taken off one after 


another of the taxes on manufactures, sales, 


incomes, etc.; but have left the cou ntervail- 
ing customs duties as monuments to their 
perfidy; now they propose to strike down 
the best taxes in our whole revenue system— 
those on whisky and tobacco—in order to 
still further plead, in their Pecksniffian way, 
the necessities of the Government as a rea- 
son for keeping up barbarous duties on cer- 
tain imports. 

The country will clearly understand that 
this is a Democratic conspiracy, conceived 
by Democrats, assisted by Democrats in 
committee, and depending almost entirely 
on Democratic votes for success in the 
House. The whisky-and-tobacco party is, 
and always has been, the Democracy pure 
and undefiled. But the Republican party, 
through the Speaker forced into the chair 
by the tariff prohibitionists, has given sub- 
stantial aid and comfort to the Democrats in 
the Ways and Means Committee, and it must 
be prepared to answer for ‘its action to the 
country next November to the extent that 
this bill is passed by the aid of Republican

“DEMOCRATS DEFENDING POLYGAMY. 

The Democrats in the National House of 
Representatives yesterday undertook the 
defense of polygamy. They will allege that 
they did not intend to oppose the Edmunds 
bill on its merits, but that they merely de- 
manded time for debate and the opportunity 
foramendment. It will be noticed, however, 
that they resisted the consideration of the 
bill. They attempted to send it to the bot- 
tom of the calendar of the Committee of the 
Whole, where it could not be reached for 
months, It at all. Then they insisted upon 
offering and voting upon vagious amend- 
ments, the effect of the | of which, if 
adopted, would be to postpone action in- 
definitly. It the bill should be sent back to 
the Senate with an amendment, it would be 
kept there for weeks, and when it should be 
returned to the House it would again take 
its place under a number of prior orders on 
the Speaker’s table, where it could only be 
reached with the greatest difficulty and after 
lung delay. 

The covert attachment of the Democrats 
for the twin relic of barbarism ”’ was first 
shown in the debate on the point of order. It 
was contended that the bill required an ap- 
propriation of money, and must therefore, 
under the rules, first be considered in the 
Committee of the Whole. This was a quib- 
ble. The only appropriation involved in the 
bill is $15,000 to pay the salaries of five Com- 
missioners of Elections at $3,000 each for one 
year. The Republicans maintained and 
proved by quoting from the law creating the 
Territory that these salaries would be a 
charge not upon the National but upon the 
Territorial Treasury, and hence that the bill 
was not liable to the point of order. But if 
the facts had been otherwise, the Democrats 
would not have been justified in taking ad- 
vantage of a point of order to postpone ac- 
tion on the bill. If they had been friendly to 
it they would not have raised the point. 
Technical constructions of the rules have 
often been abandoned by common consent 
on both sides when the issues involved were 


, Lt important, as they were not in this in- 


interests of thé Government were comng to be 
jeopardized by the passage of a bill involving 
an expense of $15,000, whether this sum was 
to be taken out of the National or the Terri- 
torial Treasury. Yet. all the Democratic 
leaders argued in favor of this interpretation 
of the rules, and the party voted almost as a 
unit to sustain an appeal from the Speaker’s 
decision. 

When the bill was fairly before the House, 
Haskell, who had charge of it, promptly 
moved the previous question. ‘The intention 
was to cut off amendments. The Republic- 
ans were willing to forego the privilege of 
offering amendments, though some of them 
had ideas that they believed would add to 
the efficiency of the bill. But they were so 
sincerely anxious to have it passed and be- 
come a law that they were willing to take it 
as it was. It was not asking much ot the 
Démocrats to request concurrence in this 
policy. They were solicitous, however, to 
save the rights of Cannon, the polygamist 
Delegate, and to emasculate the bill in the 
interests ot their Mormon friends. It 
is notorious that the lobbies are filled with 
enemies of the bill, and it is easier to defeat 
its purpose in amendments than to oppose it 
openly. The Republicans believe that the 
country is satisfied with the bill as it is. The 
fact that the Mormons regard it with undis- 
guised horror and alarm is of itself a strong 
certificate to its good character. It was drawn 
by the Judiciary Committee of Senate, 
composed of the ablest lawyers of both parties 
in Congress, was carefully debated, various 
proposed amendments to it were rejected by 
votes of more than three to one, and it finally 
passed the Senate without a division, There 
ean be no honest pretense, therefore, that 
the bill has not been fully matured and care- 
fully considered, 

The Democrats chose to filibuster against 
the bill. Insodoing they unwittingly put 
themselves, for the first time this session, in 
chancery. They adopted precisely the course 
which would give their opponents the great- 
est partisan advantage. They are now ina 
position where, from the mere force of cir- 
cumstances, they must back down and ac- 
knowledge their error or confess that they 
care moe for polygamy than they do for the 
public business. The Republicans have 
every tactical advantage, and they propose 
to strike and spare not. By taking a recess 
until half-after 11 today, they continue the 
legislative day indefinitly, and, unless the 
death of a member shall intervene, they will 
resume the contest and carry it on from the 
point at which * left it until they are done 
with it. 

The encouraging feature of the maneuver- 
ing yesterday was not merely that the Repub- 
licans had the right of the question, but 
that they developed some of the qualities of 
leadership. They assumed the offensive, and 
showed that when the time comes they will 
know how to assert a positive policy and take 
full responsibility for legislation. This is 
merely a preliminary struggle to the effort to 
change the rules, which, as Mr. Reed, of 
Maine, intimated in the debate, will next be 
made. The Republican majority in this 
Congress, it is well the country should know, 
does not propose to be manacled and dragged 
asa captive at the chariot-wheels of Sam 
Randall. it intends to control the public 
business in the order of its importance, and 
itis fortunate in being able to announce as 
the first piece on its program the passage of 
the Anti-Polygamy bill. 

MR. MILN’S FAREWELL. 

o lecture delivered on Sunday last in 
Unity Church by Mr Miln as a farewell to 
the people who originally called him to 
preach to them as a Christian pastor was not 
so remarkable for its matter as its manner.

FEVER, FLOOD, aND STATH so- 
EIGNTY. 


“When the Devil was sick, the Devil a 
monk would be; when the Devil was weil, 
the devil a monk was he.” The familiar old 
couplet seems to be very applicable to tne 
Confederates of the South. When the South 
is well and prosperous and out of trouble, it 
is all för State sovereignty; when it is sick 
or in trouble, it is then for Nationality. The 
normal condition of the South is one of 
State sovereignty, so far as it can carry it 
out and not come in contact with the Na- 
tional Government. it has once fought 
against the National Government to estab- 
lish its miserable dogma. Havimg been de- 
feated in its design to break down the au- 
thority of the National Government, it then 
contented itself with clamorous howls that 
any interference with State sovereignty was 
unconstitutional. It banded itself together 
in a solid political whole, and, after crushing 
out the black vote, cast its suffrage solidly 
for State sovereignty and against the Repub- 
lican idea that this country is a Nation and all 
the States parts of it. 

When the South was scourged by yellow- 
fever, it forgot all about State sovereignty 
and cried out to the National Government to 
come and help it. Now that the Mississippi 
River is over its banks from Memphis to New 
Orleans, and the domain of State sovereignty 
is afloat, and its people on rafts, and its houses 
floating down stream, and its crops under 
water, and its stock drowned, and nothing to 
eat, they call again to the National Govern- 
ment for help. ‘They are all Repuplican Na- 
tionalists now, and will so continue until the 
floods subside. Of courseitis natural that 
the blacks should want the Government to 
help them, for they were Nationalists from the 
beginning, but it is not natural that the 
white State sovereigns who don’t believe 
this is a National Government, but only a vol- 
untary confederacy of States, should go to 
it for help. But they have done it, and now 
the National Government vessels, manned by 
National Government officers, are distribut- 
ing National Government rations and other 
aid to them, and they have even the coolness 
to ask of the National Government that it 
shall build up the levees of the Mississippi 
so that it may not again flow over the sov- 
ereign States. 

It appears, therefore, that the South is for 
State sovereignty only when everybody is in 
health and the river low. But when the 
vellow-fever epidemics rage or Mississippi 
floods submerge, it is devotedly Nationa! in 
its feelings. Of course this is hardly con- 
sistent and rather absurd. It ought to be 
either one thing or the other all the time. If 
it is for State sovereignty in time of low 
water and good health, then in time of inun- 
dations and epidemics it should hold to its 
doctrine and appeal to the “sovereign 
States,” and not to the National Government, 
for belp. During the yellow-fever epidemic, 
however, there were several prominent cases 
of conversion. It is to be hoped that the 
present high level of the Mississippi will 
extend the area of conversion and drown out 
a large proportion of the State-sovereignty 
nonsense. Thus gradually, by yellow-fever 
and flood, the South may be brought round 
to a realizing sense of her dependence upon 
the National Government at all times and her 
duties towards it. If the Government is 
good enough for her in times of fever and 
flood, it certainly ought to be good enough 
for her at any other time, and if not, then 
the South ought to help herself out of her 


troubles, — — 
THE IROQUOIS SEMI-CENTENNIAL. 

The “Iroquois tribe” (of Chicago) pro- 
pose to have a long-deferred celebration in 
this city during the present week, to which 
the most eminent survivors of the Demo- 
cratic party of the country have been invited. 
The pale-faced Iroquois of today propose to 
celebrate the glories and histories of their 
ancestors. 

The presence of the Democratic chieftains 
is appropriate.

HAT ITI. 
SMALI-POX ON A LARGE SCALE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, March 13.—Advices from Port 
Au Prince, Hayti, state that the entire coun- 
try is in mourning in consequence of the ter- 
rible ravages caused by the small-pox epi- 
demic, which is still sweeping over the 
land. Large numbers are dying daily, the 
mortality for the last four weeks averaging 
800 per week. This on the city’s population 
of from 25,000 to 380,000 inhabitants, is a 
frizhtful and unprecedented percentage. It 
is stated on the best authority that from 2,000 
to 4,000 persons have already died of the 
disease. The plague commenced the 
27th of last November. One-tenth of the 
population of Port au Prince has died; fully 
one-tenth ot the population of Cape Haytien 
has also died. Beside this, the smallpox is 
now at St. Marc, Genaives, Logane, and else- 
where. At Port Au Paix it has caused ter- 
rible ravages, and at Jacmel and Jeremie it 
also exists, bat not so desperately as at other 
places. Aux Cayes alone, so far, has es- 
caped from the pestilence. 

IN THE MOUNTAINS

eration this frightful sickness, added to 
which is the scarcity of the coffee 
crop this season and the low price 
of. this staple, it is not to 
be wondered at that the people are in a 
most wretched condition. Business is at a 
standstill, and the Government is consider- 
ing the advisability of having the bank issue 
the sum of 2,000,000 in paper and increasing 
the customs tariff.

FIRE RECORD. 


A Destructive Conflagration at 
Winnipeg, Manitoba—Loss 
About $100,000. 


Defective Appliances Rendered 
the Firemen Powerless— 
Other Fires. 


Business Property to the Amount of 
$10,000 Destroyed at Winnipeg. 
Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 
Wtxirpsc, Man., March 13.—Fire broke out 
shortly after midnight in $McEany & Ourran’s 
grocery-store and burned tea stores, from the 
Ontario Bank ou the soutb to the Montreal 
Bank at the north along the westside of Main 
street. The firemen were soon on the ground, 
but owing to the lack of appliances and the 
scarcity of water their efforts were futile. Two 
firemen narrowly escaped with their lives. The 
rumor that Mrs. Curran, an elderly lady, was 
burned to death, proved untrue. At first it was 
confidentiy expected that the fire would be con- 
fined to the premises in which it started, but 
owing to the combustible nature of the 
adjoining stores this proved out of 
human possibility. Seon it burst out 
in Hale & Cos oonfectionery apd 
from there rapidly spread until the walls of the 
Moutreal Bank were reached. Seeing that it was 
impossible to save the block, all hands at once 
started to empty the stores of their contents. 
Commencing at the end nearest the fire, the 
goods were placed in the centre of$the road, but 
as the heat grew more intense they had to be 
moved further away. The saivage corps and 
assistants emptied store after store, but their 
efforts were kept pace with by the flames, which 
burst round the corner of the bank and over the 
roof, and it was the stability of the walls 
and nothing else which put an end 
to the devastating elements. The wind fortu- 
nately was not biowing very hard at the 
time or otherwise. A number of rookeries at 
the rear of the burned stores would have added 
fuel to the flames. The cause of the fire was a 
defective flue in the grocery store where it 
started. Two safes containing a number of 
valuable books and papers and about $15,000 
were taken out of the ruins, and their contents 
were found thoroughly preserved and intact. 
The syndicate and Bank of Montreal officials 
moved everything out, but the building with- 
stood the test. The losses foot up $100,000, with 
the following insurance: Zirkan & Co., $2,500, 
in the Britisu American Company and $2,600 in 
the Hartford; McLeanaban, $1,000 on building; 
D. McArthur, trustee of the building known as 
Caldwell's drug-store, bad 6800 in the Phoenix;

Hunter, grocer, $1,000 on stock in the Western;

MASON’S SENTENCE. 
THE TRIAL CONSIDERED LEGAL. 
Special Dispatch to The Unicago Tribune 

New Tonk. March 13.—The findings in the 
court-martial appointed for the trial of Seret. 
Mason, and the severe sentence imposed, have 
been the subject of much discussion in 
both military and legal circles. Those who 
claim that Mason was sentenced by court 
martial contrary to law base their arguments on 
Sec. 58 of the articles of war, whieh state sub- 
Stantially that the trial in question should have 
been eonducted by the civil authorities, the cul- 
prit being responsibie to them ing time of peace. 
Gen. W. S. Hancock, who approved the findings of 
the court-martial, says: I have acted official- 
ly, and do not care to enter into any expianation 
of the matter. I am not in the habit of acting, 
where the law is concerned, without congulting 
the law.” Several military gentlemen on Gov- 
ernor’s Island. who 
DID NOT CARE TO BE QUOTED, 
were unanimous in agreeing that Mason's trial 
by court-martial was fair,on the ground that, 
while Art. ö specifies that a military man may be 
tried py court-martial for grave offenses in time 
of war, it does not forbid his being tried 
in time of peace by the same means. Col. Clay 
Wood, at army headquarters, said: * Had Mason 
been on leave of absence when he shot at Gui- 
teau, then the civil authorities would dave in- 
terposed. As he was under military law at the 
time the act was committed, he was amenabie 
to military law. Hence the right of trial by 
court-martial” Several lawyers, whose names 
the reporter was not authorized to use, believed 
the question had two sides, and said the tech- 
niealities involved were capable of provoking 
endiess discussion. They agreed on the whoie, 
however, that the court-martial was 


IN ACCORDANCE WITH LAW. 

Gen. Horace Porter said: “I scarcely think 
the members of the court-martial could have 
been stupid enough to begin tne court-martial 
without reading the law.” Gen. H. E. 
Davis said: “I am deeply interested in this 
controversy over the Mason court-martial, and 
understand the two sections of the articles 
of war which have aroused the feeling in ques- 
tion.” The General opened a volume entitled 
“Articles of War, Revised Statutes of the 
United States, Editon of 1878,“ and read out the 
following: 

Art. . All crimes not capital of which «a 
soldier is guilty to the prejudice of good order 
are to be taken cognizance of by a court-martial 
and punished at the discretion of such court, 
Art. 66. A soldier charged with crime shall be 
confined until tried by court-martial. 

„Now, then,” continued Gen. Davis, “if the 
civil authorities bad thought proper to 
DEMAND MASON FROM THE MILITARY AU- 
_ THORITIES 

and themselves undertaken the punishment of 
his offense, it would have been the duty of the 
army officers to have delivered M to them 
for such purpose. No demand having been 
made, it became their duty under 
the articles above quoted to proceed 
at onee to try him by court-martial. Except in 
eases of capital offense, it is not customary for 
the civil court to interfere with offenders 
against military law. I do not think that Dis- 
trict-Attorney Corkhill made any mistake.”

JUDGE BLATCHFORD.

New YOrkK, March Judge Biatebford, of 
this city, who was today nominated for the Su- 
preme Court Bench. is 4 son of the late Richard

NUMISMATICS. 
A RARE COIN. 
Special Dispatch to The Ohicago Tribune 
New York, March 13.—A rare collection of 
goid and siv coins and some other valuable 
curios from the collection of John W. 
Scott were sold at auction in Clinton 
Hall this afternoon. The most valuable 
coin in the. collection, and the one over 
which there was the most spirited competition, 
was a silver haif-dollar or the Confedrate States, 
issued in 1861. This coin is the only one known 
to be in existence of the form that were struck 
from the dies made by A. H. M. Peterson while 
the Confederates were in possession of 
the Mint in New Orleans. The coin is in 
size like the United States half-dollars, and like 
them has on the reverse side a figure of Liberty, 
thirteen stars, and the date from 4 circle about 
the figure. The obverse side basa shield with 
seven stars in its fold, and above it a liberty cap. 
A WREATH OF SUGARCANE 
and cotton-branches surrounds the 
shield. The wording is: “Confederate States 
of America, Half Doi.” One of these coins was 
in possession of Jefferson Davis at the time of 
his capture, and was taken from him, but it dis- 
appeared, and its whereabouts is unknown.

B. F. Taylor, chief coiner of the Confederate 
States. The two other coins minted have dis- 
appeared, but the dies from which they were 
struck are still in Mr. Taylor's possession.

She was nursed by ber husband 
while there, and was visited once or twice a day 
by Dr. Dunne. She never saw Dr. Dunne under 
the influence of liquor. He always seemed 
careful and attentive,and she was treated so 
kindly by all of the attendants that she consid- 
ered it her duty to appear before the committee 
and testify in behalt of the ma ent. 

Theodore Nelson, of No. 47 North Market 
street, stated that he went into the hospital Jan. 
30, and remained three weeks. When convales- 
cent he nursed other patients, but was not asked 
or compelled to do so, The impression ieft upon

CLEVELAND, O., March 13.—Mrs. F. A. Rey- 
nolds, a widow, 35 years of age, employed in the 
Cleveland Hospital for the lusane, drowned ber- 
self early this morning in a small creek running 
through the asylum grounds. About two years 
ago she removed from Vermont to Oberlin, 
where she attended college. Morbin sensitive- 
ness appears to have been the cause of taking 
ber own life. Mrs. Reynolds left a package ad- 
dressed to be expressed to Miss Emma A. Hyde, 
Grand Isle. Vt. and the following note, dated 
Saturday, to be malled: 

“My Dear Emma; I send you a few books I 
have here, anda little money. I know that to 

ou, too, life must often seem dreary and death 
ter. To me it Bas become insupportabie 
longer. I know that suicide is murder, but God 
has oned me,and it matters little now 

What 1 do. Ihave tried to pray since I have 

been here, but could not. Donot mourn for me, 

dear, but stand in your own lot and be strong. 

Have all the charity you can forme. Affection- 

ately, F. A. REYNOLDS.” 

The water where the body was found was only 
three feet deep. She attended church yester- 
day, and taught a class in Sunday-school. Dur- 

the three monthsshe had been at the asy- 
lum she often appeared melancholy, and spoke 
gloomily of her past life, as if it had been one of 
sorrow and struggle against adversity.

Mrs. Snaughoessy, of 136 De Koven street, 
stated that herself and 3-year-old boy were con- 
fined at the hospital for three weeks. They got 
no attention whatever, and the boy died for lack 
of nursing. When out of medicine she bad to 
beg for more before she could get it sent up 
from the dispensary. After her boy died one of 
the nurses kept I her medicine out of 
the same bottie u ia the boy's case. She was 
taken sick Thursday morning, and did not see 
the — until the following Saturday at 3 
o'clock. 

Patrick Hennessy, of No. 78 West Madison 
street, stated that he was in the hospital near 
five weeks. He got gopd nursing and good tood. 
There were both men tad women nurses, and 
the male nurses were all over 21 years of age. 
He was visited by Dr. Dunne every day and 
never saw him under the influence of liquor, 
but did not think much of him as a physician. 
He had never seen the regular nurses neglect 
their duty, but had seen some of the volunteer 
convalescent nurses play cards and drink whis- 
ky. He had drank whisky himself, because he 
thought he needed it. 

David Pfaeifer, who lives on South Park ave- 
nue, testified that be was in the hospital a few 
days, having only a mild case of the disease. He 
saw Dr. Dunne make his rounds regularly while 
he was there and 

HEARD NO COMPLAINTS. 

W. H. Dittmer, proprietor of the Burdick 
House restaurant, stated that be nad a very bad 
case of smali-pox, and was at first afraid to 
to the hospital, 2 80 much about 
abuse of patients. fare was as good as 
could be procured at any good hotel, and the 
treatment, both by nerses and the physicia 
was better than he expected to receive. He di 
not know Dr. Dunne, but thought a good deal of 
the talk came from tramps and 
often received favors from the public and were 
never satisfied, He felt very sensitive about 
coming in contact with some of the inmates, 
they were so low and filthy. He thought the 
management was first-ciass, all things consid- 


ered. 
H. B. Cobn, of No. 346 State street, stated that | 


he was in the hospital several days. He thought 
the man ment was excellent and all that could 
be desired. He had seen tramps who bad not 
eaten asquare meal in months come into the 
hospital in rags and dirt, and leave again cured 
of their disease, fattened up, and fitted out in 
new clothes, and atthe first opportunity they 
would complain of their treatment. All that was 
needed to make the hospital perfect was a larger 
force of nurses, and the Council was responsibie 
for this defect, as they would not make an ap- 
propriation for nurse-bire. 

Chief-Clerk Merki, of the Health Department, 
stated that all nurses and other empioyés were 
taken first for a week on trial, and if the Sisters 
reported them incompetent within that time 
they were not retained. They were obliged to 
run the hospital as economicaliy as possibie, 
being limited by the appropriation. The nurses 
bad to be called duty to assist in the 
kitchen and dining-room and 
food to the patients. There 
average of over 130 patients in the hospital, and 
it it were not for the assistance of the conva- 
lescent patients the hospital could not exist. 
The man Martin Brady, about whose death so 
much had been said, was suffering from a very 
severe case of confluent small- pox. and he told 
the reiatives from the start the man could not 
live. Of patients with confluent smali-pox 75 
per cent died, and of those with hemorrhagic 
small-pox every one died. 

DR. DUNNE STATED

had quick consumption and was so emaciated 
that he could not live. 

Aid. Brady stated that he and Ald. Altpeter 
were at the hospital yesterday murning and had 
an ioterview with Sister Bonaventure and other 
Sisters.

YANKTON, Dak., March 13.—At this time there 
is a widespread disgust among a large number 
of his former friends and supporters in this vi- 
cinity with Dakota's present Delegate in Con- 
gress. This state of feeling bas been brought 
about by the appointment of a Postmastar of 
Yankton. This appointment is a smail matter, 
but just such small matters sometimes kindle 
large fires. After Petigrew's clection as Dele- 
gate in 1880 be considered himself under such 
strong obligation to Jacob Brauch,a very influen- 
tial German citizen of Yankton, that he offered 
him the post-office here. The offer was twice re- 
peated, but each time decifned. At last Brauch 
asked Petigrew to appoint J. B. Wynn Postmas- 
ter, and the grateful Delegate gave the strong- 
est kind of assurance that this should be done. 
Thus the matter stood. There were two other 
candidates for the ‘post-office—A. W. Howard, 
who has had the office for eight years, and who 
was very strongly indorsed for reappointment, 
and Judge J. E. West, a representative of the Stal- 
warts and a good man. For two or three months 
it was bard for the outsiders to tell who would 
be successful. Delegate Petigrew repeated his 
promise in favor of Wynn, but de died the 
application of all three of the candidates, and 
indorsed neither till about a week when he 
recgmmended Howard, who has n nomi- 
nated. Jacob Brauch and his friends are greatly 
disappointed, and Jacob has printed a long let- 
ter in which he goes for his former frie and 
champion in regular rough-shod styie. He 
claims that while Petigrew was repeating his 
assurances that Wynn should be appointed he 
was making promises to another party that he 
and he only should be Postmaster. This Brauch 
denounces as cowardiy, and claims that 
Petigrew betrayed his 
friends who have bim * 
Henceforth Brauch has no more coufidence in 

Delegate, and wili use bis influence to elect 
another maa as Delegate. He would have stood 
bad Petigrew not been able to control the ap- 
poiutment, but gets righteously disgusted with a 
man who plays suct a fast and loose game, while 
be contributed largely to Petigrew’s success at 
the last election. He is now solidly against the 
man who goes back on his word, and, like a 
sneak by night, crawis out of an agreement 
made at his suggesaoa. Unless Brauch repents 
he will take almost the entire German vote from 
Petigrew, and this will probably cost that gen- 
tleman his election. At any rate, this looks 
like the beginning of a very interesting stuggie.

There were twenty-seven deaths reported 
in the city yesterday.

Secretary Brock McVickar yesterday re- 
ceived the following dispatch from Dr. De Wolt:

Call up every discharged patient to be 
found in the city.” 

There were 209 deaths in the city last week, 
against 241 the week previous. Of these 100 were 
children under 5 yearsof age. The principal 
causes of death were as follows: Bronchitis, II; 
convulsions, 18; croup, 9; cancers, 8; diphtheria, 
14; sceariet-fever, 4; typhoid-fever, 4; cerebro- 
spinal fever, 3; beart diseases, 4; meningitis, 4; 
m 8; consumption, 19; pneumonia, 25; 
emali- pox, 13.

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FINITY’S CASE. 
IT HAS NOW MOVED OVEB TO THE SOUTH 
SIDE. 

The Rev. Michael Finity, against whom 80 
many warrants have been sworn out because of 
his alleged indocent assault on Miss May Sheri- 
dan, and who bas been going hither and thither 
among the Justice courts in search of a magis- 
trate with an unprejudiced mind, is still in the 
ring—that is, his seconds say that he is, although 
his adversaries declare that be is not, because 
he did not respond yesterday when time was 
called. 

It will be remembered that last Satur- 
day, when Justice Morrison decided that 
he had no  =4jurisdiction in the case 
of the second warrant, Mr. Finity very 
unceremoniously left the court-room tbrough 
alleys and over back fences and ash-heaps 
in an undignified and unclergyman-like 
manner, althougt he knew a Constable was fol- 
lowing in his wake with a third warrant. Satur- 
day night the reverend gentieman sent a note 
to Justice Morrison saying he would be on band 
yesterday morning, and explaining his flight by 
the statement that he had feared he would have 
to remain in jail over Sunday if arrested. But 
Mr. Finity did not keop his word to appear and 
give bail yesterday morning. 

The complaining witness and her coterie of 
friends and attorneys were on hand promptly, 
and so were Mr. Finity’s attorneys. The de- 
fendant, however, was absent. His attorneys 
assured the court timt their client would appear 
as soon as he could procure ndsmen. The 
court accepted the statemont in faith, and 
rey wang that., jiuasmuch as be felt disinclined 
to bear the case, a change of venue be taken. 
Allof the attorneys agreed to this, and it was 
accordingly — 1 that when Mr. Finity ap- 
peared he should made to give a bond re- 
turnable some day late in the week before Jus- 
tice Hammer. At a late bour, ough, Mr. 
Finity bad not appeared, and the attorneys on 
the other side expressed the opinion that be was 
hiding away somewbere.

RELIGIOUS MEETINGS, 
THE ITINERANT VS. THE SETTLED MINISTRY. 
The regular weekly meeting of the Methodist 
ministers was heid yesterday. 
Dr. Williamson's resolution sustainmg the 
Lake Biuf Camp Grounds and pledging the 
support of the ministers to the Lake Bluff As- 


@ sociation, which was introduced last week, was 


put upon its passage and was the cause of 
an extended discussion of the rival ciaims 
of Lake Bluff and Despiaines as availabie 
camp-meeting locations. Dr. Trusdell reviewed 
the claims of both ces for recogaition. At 
onetime it had deeided to sell the Des- 
piaines property, but the decision Was - 
ered, and he believed a majority of the minis- 
ters were now in favor of continu yeari 
camp-meetings at both places. He ieved, 
however, that Lake Biuff was the best site, an 
that the ministers should leud their assistance 
to make it a Christian summer resort for the 
people of the Northwest. 

Dr. Hitchcock thought the rivalry between the 
two places bad been greatiy magnified, and that 
there were Christian popes enough in and 
around Chicago to support bh places.

There wili be a dearth of General Agents in 
town tomorrow, the explanation of which may 
be had from the statement that the Under- 
writers’ Western Union will hoid its semi-annu- 
al meeting at Detroit on that day and probably 
the next. From the fact that all but one of the 
Generals are going, the exception being a gen- 
tleman who cannot get away on account of 
sickness in his family, it is hiehly probable that 
important business is on the string, though no- 
body has been found who would admit that 
there was anything in prospect outside 
of the usual routine. The professed ob- 
jects of this body are very general in 
their terms, and even its name is a matter which 
bas never been authoritatively settied, the terms 
“Union,” “ Western Union,” and “ Underwrit- 
ers’ Western Union having been applied to it 
indifferently, and with no certainty as to which 
was the proper caper. 

As nearly as an outsider can discover, it is an 
association of General Agents of companies do- 
ing business in the States west and northwest of 
Ohio for setting up local boards throughout 
that wide stretch of territory, and, in a 
general way, for the maintenance of board 
rates and the conservation of good underwrit- 
ing practices, It is a somewhat curious feature 
of the association, however, that it doesn’t pre- 
tend to regulate questions regarding rates and 
practices in Chicago, except

The exbibit this week is fairly a satisfactory 
one, the first genuine activity in general trade 
making itself manifest.

The leading produce markets were much 
stronger yesterday and fairly active. Wheat 
was about le higber for next month, and very 
much stronger on the longer futures, the shorts 
buying as if they thought there is going to be a 
squeeze on every month between this and the 
next wheat barvest. There were a good many 
settlements made for April wheat, including two 
or three large lots, but this part of the market 
was not near so active as it was on Saturday. 
Corn was in better demand for futures, and 
ranged a good deal bigher, while cash lots ony 
advanced about e, owing to the rise in freight 
rates. Provision prices rose in sympathy with 
grain, but there was not much doing till late in 
the session, when an active demand set in for 
pork and lard. The weather was warm and 
springlike, promising well for the crops of 1882, 


but affording no relief to those who have sold 


short on deliveries of grain before next harvest. 
The foreign markets were firmer on breadstuffs. 
Mess pork closed ic higher, at $17.00@I17.02% 
for April and $17.20@17.22% for May. Lard closed 
Te higher, at SI K 10.85 seller April and 
$10.674%@10.70 for May. Short ribs closed 7e 
higher, at $9.324,@9.35 for May.

A large number of buyers 
are present, and orders by mail and telegraph 
are liberal. Both cottons and woolens are firmly 
held. A good demand for boots and shoes. cloth- 
hig, and milinery goods was reported by jobbers, 
prices remaining steady. Dealers in dried fruits 
were fairly busy and the several lines were held 
well up to the quoted prices. Fish were as firm 
as before, the demand continuing active. No 
changes were apparent in the market for dairy 
products. Trade was dull and values much un- 
settled. Dealers in oil had nothing new to re- 
port. Coal, pig - iron, leather, and bagging were 
also quoted as before.
